‘CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
SHanaual, Dac. 7, 1869. 

The French mail closed on the forenoon of the Ist inst. ; since 
then but little of moment has occurred. 

By Kiachta we have telegrams to Nov.9. We may hear of this 
route at any one moment being closed. Ice has shown itself on 
the Peiho; we have had herejfor the last five days, a succession 
of north or north-westerly gales 

Count Rouchechouart intends shortly proceeding up the Yang- 
tsze with two French gunboats, in regard to the Anking difficul- 
ties. He will also proceed to Ju Jang, in Szechuen, the scene of 
the murder of a French priest and a number of native Christians 
early this year. 

It is ‘said that the speculations entered on by some Chinese 
Officials to force the value of Mexican Dollars ended in a loss of 
some 250,000 Tls. Business generally is described as exceedingly 
dull, and few, if any, imports paying. Opium has fallen consider- 
ably, owing to the increased cultivation of the native drug. Rice is 
dearer, owing somewhat to the appropriation of the land for opium, 
which gives three times the return. Mr. Edward Cunningham, 
the managing partner of Messrs. Russell and (o., has given a fare- 
well ball and supper. He leaves with Mrs. Cunningham for the 
United States, via Japan and San Francisco. Mr. Cunningham 
commenced his career in Canton in 1845, and his departuro is now 
universally regretted. He is succeeded by Mr. H. H. Warden, of 
Messrs. Griswold and Co., New York. 

It is reported that Wu-hu, when opened, and Chinkiang, are 
both to be Vice Consulates under the Shanghai Consulate.” 

The Austro-Hungarian flag was yesterday hoisted at this port, 
M. Calice, Consul-general and Diplomatic Agent, entertaining his 
brother consuls at a grand dejeuner. 

There has been a meeting of the shareholders of the Shanghai 
Club. They have decided to forego all interest in the institution, 
and turn it over to the Recreation Fund Committee, who in turn 
hand it over to the members of the Club, but retaining mortgages 
on the building to the extent of Ts. 69,000. 

Ro Rev. J. Thomas, of the Union Chapel, has} resigned his 
charge. 

The northern papers are warmly advocating the formation ofa 
China and Japan Tssotiation, 

The Peking correspondent of the Worth China Daily News gives 
the following heads of news :—“Three new members, said to be 
pro-foreign, elected to Tsungli Yamén; Dr. Martin installed Pre- 
sident of the Peking College ; Mr. Hart had not left Peking on 
the 25th ; Mr. McLeavy Brown was waiting to come with him. 
There is also a report that the latter has succeeded in getting the 
American treaty ratified.” 

It is reported that Mr. H. N. Lay, who is now on a visit to Japan, 
has purchased the Japan Times, and that Mr. Howell will edit 
that journal. Mr. Rickerby is about to return to England. 


(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 

The statement that has appeared in the newspapers here respect - 
ing an intended visit to Szechuen by the French Minister, accom- 
panied by an armed escort, field pieces, &c., is authentically 
alleged to be much exaggerated. M. de Rochechouart intends 

roceeding up the Yangtsze, visiting the Imperial Commissioner 

Ta, at Nanking, in reference to the damages sustained by the 
French Jesuit missionaries at N’ganking ; but his ultimate desti- 
nation is Hankow, where he expects to mect the Viceroy, Li 
Hung-chang, on the latter’s return from Szechuen, whither he was 
ordered to proceed some months ago in connection with the mis- 
sionary murders in that province. It has become tolerably well 
known that M. de Rochechouart looks with no favourable eye on 
the revision of the Treaty which Sir R. Alcock has achicved—or, 
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perhaps, it would be better to say, which the Chinese Foreign- 
office and Mr. Hart have agreed upon. It appears that the French 
Minister received no intimation of the negotiations in progress 
until they had becn finally compleied, and he is said to object 
particularly to the increase of duty on Silk, which forms one of 
the provisions. 

It is rumoured that Mr. Hart is no longer in as high favour as 
formerly with the Chinese Foreign Office, and that he has 
received a strong hint to the effect that he is no longer required 
to remain permanently at Peking. Mr. MeLeavy Brown, whose 
extraordinary position as an omissary of Mr. Burlingame’s, 
and a negotiator on behalf of the American Governinent, while 
still holding a post in the British Consular service, is spoken of as 
a probable successor to Mr. Hart. If the latter docs in reality 
expericnce ingratitude at the hands of the Chinese Government, 
and be displaced to make way for a former subordinate of his own, 
he will be in a good position to sympathise with the feclings of 
Mr. H. N. Lay, in 1864. 

Captain Forbes has come out to take charge of the Marine De- 
partment of the Customs. His duty will lic in the maintenance 
of lights in the open harbours and in the rivers, the construction 
and repair of lighthouses, and general river and port conservancy. 
Tle will also have the management of the steamers which are now 
daily expected out. No one knows exactly what these steamers 
are to be. Some say they will be revenue cruisers; others that 
they will be regular gunboats ; others that they are to serve only 
for lighthouse purposes. I imagine a little of all comes nearest 
to the idea. 


THE INSULT TO SIR RUTHERFORD ALCOCK. 

The following paragraph, from the North China Daily Niirs, 
proves how thoroughly the example set at Peking in suubbing 
Prince Altred is followed in the provinces, and may help to open 
the eyes of the blind at home. 

“ His Excellency’s interview with the Vicer»y and Imperial Com- 
missioner Ma is reported to have heen extremely unsatisfactory, 
owing to great rudeness and discourtesy on tle Chinese side. The 
British Minister was kept waiting for nearly ten minutes outside 
the Yamen’s doors, although due notice had been sent of his in- 
tended visit, and the Viceroy’s manner is described as blusteriug 
and loud. On complaint being made, the Viceroy protested that 
no intentional discourtesy had been shown in tlic delay, and, on 
Sir Rutherford’s return to his vessel the presents were sent with 
the accustomed formalities. These, however, Sir Rutherford de- 
clined to accept until an official of due rank shonld have been sent 
to express regret for the apparent di-courtesy. Late at night this 
official made his appearance, and Sir Rutherford then refused to 
receive him. It isto be hoped that this timely assertion of the 
dignity of a foreign Minister will not be lost on the arrugant and 
complacent Governor.” 

The Courirr, however, goes even further. In its issue of the 3rd 
Dec. it makes a statement which, if correct, should call fur the 
prompt punishment of the offenders. It says :— 

*Sir Rutherford Alcock was treated with great rudeness hy the 
Viceroy Ma at Nanking. He was kept waiting a quarter of an 
hour before he was admitted to the favour of an audience, and on 
his remonstrating with the official for his behaviour, the attendants 
shouted and clamoured and drowned his objections. A letter of 
apology and presents were subsequently sent from the Yamen, 
but the Minister very properly refused to reecive cither.” 





TIENTSIN. 
Nov. 15. 

Our new Treaty, or Convention, has been signed and scaled on 
the 23rd Oct., and has been sent home for ratification. 

I believe his Excellency is no ways proud of it, and does not 
expect it will give satisfaction to the merchants, Ie is reported 
to have done all in his power, and even to have got more than the 
Board of Trade asked for. He had an interview with Wansing, 
and strongly urged on him the opening of the Chartay mincs, 
and the making of a good road from them to Tungchow. Wansing 
flatly refused, and reminded his Excellency that his own Govern- 
ment had promised not to press them, and they were not to be 
pressed. Our Minister’s hands being thus tied by the imbeciles of 
the Foreign-office, we are left, so fur us they care, to the tcnder 
mercy of the Chinese. 

Vhree coal ports—or coaling statious—are to he opened on trial, 
under the control of the Southern Superintendent of Trade, who 
has the option of employing foreiguers and foreign trading. Read 
this in connection with an extract from a note on Chinese matters 
by Robert Hart, who writes, “Some forty oflicials in the provinces, 
and perhaps ten at Peking, have a glimmering notion of what it 
is that the foreigner means wheu he speaks in general terms of 
progress, but. of these fifty, not one is prepared to enter boldly on 
a career of progress, and take the consequence of even a futile 
initiation”’ What hope for our coal mincs, left to the option of 
a Chinese? If he go boldly into the matter, he will deserve weli 
of his countrymen and of forciguers, because he will have sounded 
the death knell of the Fung Shui, but if he is not prepared to enter 
boldly into a course of progress, where are we? In a worse, a 
much worse, position than before. As I intimated in my last 
letter, whatever concessions are granted, will at first be in the 

South. So has it come to pass. In the North we derive no ad- 
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vantage from the opening of new mines, even the heavy export 
duty being still retained. 

Little or nothing can be said against the increased duty on 
opium ; it would be well fur the Chinese if its growth, native and 
foreign, could be abolished, but so long as its growth is permitted 
here all over the country, it would look as if the Chinese Govern- 
ment were rather anxious to protect the native grown opium, by 
increasing the duty on the foreign grown article. IT doubt very 
much whether the Governmentwill receive the wicle of this extra 
duty cnopium. I think the extra duty is very likely to add con- 
siderably to the smuggling of it in the South. 





HANKOW. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Dec. 4. 


You have already heard of the outrage on the missionaries at 
Aa-king. Sir Rutherford Alcock, who left Shanghai on the 17th 
ult., in the S. S. N. Company’s steamer Pljnouth Ltuck, visited the 
city onhis way up the Yangtsze.and as the Futai was absent, remon- 
strated with the Taoutai, and delivered him his ultimatum. The 
demands made included an indemnity for the losses sustained by 
the missionaries, the punishment of those concerned in the attack, 
and the arrest of the literati who, as was confessed by the Taoutai, 
instigated the whole atluir. These latter persons are to be sent for 
trial to Peking. No doubt sume farcical imitation of compliance 
with Sir Rutherford’s demands will be made, for the Adrenture 
had received orders to lie outside the city on her arrival, and there 
await the Minister, whose plan was not to return to Shanghai, but 
to go directly down the coast as far as Amoy in that vessel. For- 
tunately he met the gun-vessel Lice at Kiu-kiang, and at once 
ordered her to hasten down to Anking, and add to the effect likely 
to be produced by the silent presence of the tdrcuture It was 
arranged that on his return from Hankow he would again pay a 
visit to the Anking ofticials, and ascertain how far they had com- 
plied with his demands in the meanwhile. Sir Rutherford and 
Lely Aleock, and Miss Lowder, accompanied by Mr. Conolly, Se- 
eretary of Legation, and Mr. Lowder, of the Customs Staff at Swa- 
tow, temporarily lent by Mr. Hart to act as Sir Rutherfurd’s pri- 
vate,scerctary, arrived at Hankow on the morning of the 21st ult., 
and put up at the English Consulate. The Taoutai of Hankow 
called early on Monday, the 22nd, and most of the residents left 
cards, An official dinner on the evening of the 22nd, a visit to 
the Wu-chang side, and a pic-nic at the bungalow on the Hanyang 
Hill, filled up the time of the Minister’s stay at Hankow. Lle left 
on the 24th in the Llymouth Rock. 

What is facetiously called “our policy in China” will, I sup- 
pose, never be changed until the Chinese give usa lesson, On 
this ground every exhibition of contempt and hatred is so much 
in our favour, as hastening on the long-expected event. Here, 
then, are two encouraging facts. Some mails ago I told you of an 
attack made upon Catholic missionaries at Ticn-mun (Ifeiven’s 
gate), a few miles above Hankow. When Sir Rutherford Alcock’s 
intended trip up the river was rumoured there the literati and 
people thought that it was the French Minister who was coming, 
and their imagination furnished him with two gunboats anda large 
body of troops. They immediately arrayed all their forces, threw 
up works, and prepared their war junks, determined to show tight. 
This will show how much we have succeeded in teaching these igno- 
rant and presumptuous savages. Again, Li Hung-chang is still 
in Szchuen, endeavouring to arrange for the punishment of the 
people concerned in the recent murder, and the levying of the in. 
demnity claimed. But Iam told by a mercantile friend in Han- 
kow, who has constant opportunities of meeting Szchuen traders, 
that ali these latter say that * the Viceroy is wasting his time,” 
for the Szchuen people are net like the Hupch people; “they are 
not sheep, not they,” and so forth, ‘To sum up in one sentence 
all the signs of the times, as presented by our relations with the 
really influential classes in the empire—we are much less feared 
than we were in 1860, and infinitely more disliked. 


HONG KONG. 

Advices from this port are to the 14th Dee. 
of Oct. 28 arrived Dec. 12, 

The following extracts are from the Chine Mail :-—It is said 
that the licensed gambling-houses will be closed, by orders from 
home, in a few days, and that the Special Fund will he at once cut 
off from all purposes of Colonial expenditure. From all we hear, 
the opium farm of this colony is exceedingly remunerative, and can 
well afferd to pay a very much higher contract price to the Govern- 
ment. It is not impossible that the necessity of raising additional 
revenue will become a matter demanding the best consideration 
of the local executive, if, as is stated, the Home Government is 
about to “put on the screw ” revarding the “Special Fund” ex- 
penditure. 

One of the colonial improvements whicn Nir Hichard MacDon- 
nell will leave behind him when he Icaves Hong Kong and its 
administration will undoubtedly be the road round the island 
which has recently undergone a thorough repair. ‘This undertak- 
ing has been quietly progressing for some years ack, and may 
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now be said to be in a state “fit for use.” From Victoria, by the 
Gap or the western road, the traveller reaches Pok-fo-lum, 
whence he may proceed down the steep to Aberdeen, along 
the causeway-like road to Little Hong Kong, and_ thence 
to Stanley (where, by the way, a punt has to be called into re- 
quisition for a few yards, if the traveller be not on horseback), 
next on to Tai-tam-tuck, and thence to Sowkewan, returning trom 
the eastward to Victoria. It must be remembered that for very 
many years several lines of communication—zutters, gullies, fur- 
rows, footpaths, public ways, or whatever they may be called ex- 
cept roads—existed between the most important out stations of 
the Island and the City of Victoria. But to the present Governor 
-¥3 owing mainly the credit of having transformed them into roads. 


Another improvement, which we believe will soon be an accom- 
lished fact, is the electric telograph which is in course of being 
aid. This is an undertaking which, of all others, ought to have 

been taken in hand and carricd out years ago ; and it has often 
been wondered that, standing as this British Colony docs on the 
verge of an empire whose pcople are more stubborn and obstruc- 
tive even than Hottentots, no attempt has hitherto been made 
to show the neighbouring Chinese what can be done hy 
Western science in its peculiarly “ anti-Feng-shuy ” aspects. 
These various means taken by the present administration to 
bring this little rocky wart cf a British dependency up to the 
age, in regard to communication, are not only creditable to those 
at the head of affairs, but they are so necessary, that future genc- 


rations will wonder why their predecessors were so slow in showing | 


themselves up to the mark of civilisation and progress. It is to 
be hoped that these and other improvements may not be hindered 
by the unsatisfactory state of health in which the Special Fund 
has been so suddenly thrown. 

American agencies for Chinese emigration to the States have 
been opened and are doing well. The terms offered are liberal, 
and so far as can be judged, no abuses scem likely to take place. 

The taxed costs in the Crown libel case of tegina v. Saint have 
been paid to the defendant. There is now no more coolie kid- 
napping at Macao. 

Great changes have been made in Government appointments at 
Macao ; the Procurador of Chinese Affairs, Chief Justice, Superin- 
tendent of Emigration, First Interpreter, and other officials having 
been Gupersodad.” 

The master, officers and crew of the Glenclune lost on the coast 
of Formosa have been honourably acquitted of blame. 

We learn, on good authority, that the marriage of the Emperor 
of China is deferred until the autumn of 1870, at which period, it 
seems probable, His Majesty will also be emancipated from tutelage 
and commence his actual reign. 

A movement, likely to be successful, is on foot to send a delegate 
or delegates from the Chamber of Commerce to explore Western 
China, in company with Baron von Richthofen, if the latter con- 
sents to be accompanied.

SIAM.

BANGKOK. 
We take the following items from the Siam Weekly Advertise: :— 


H.I.M.’s Consul, M. F. Dillon, has had his audience. The Em- 
peror’s letter was honoured with twenty one guns, and the Consul 
was saluted with seven. The Consular party were entertained 
with arcpast. The Consul, his staff, the officers of the Frélon, 
and the gentlemen invited by the Consul to be present, were 
allowed to stand during the audience, and this is to be the custom 
of future audiences. There were twenty-four in the party. 

The disastrous fire on the bank of the new canal has been the 
most painful and prominent event of the week. The actual loss 
for the natives was great ; multitudes are rendered houscless and 
penniless. This fire, however, suggests the need of some sys- 
temat‘c efforts to aid in preventing the rapid spread of fires upon 
the combustible establishments of which this city is mainly com- 
posed. 

Three printing offices in Siam are now issuing native Siamese 
books. It isa new era tor this country, aud we prognosticate 
good asthe result. Books are the fvod of the mind—and the 
making of books, that are to be bought, bctokens a demand or a 
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supposed demand. We hope the event will show the time has, 


arrived when Siam is to become a reading community, and we 
hope, too, the character of the books will gradually improve and 
writers be multiplied. 

One press is publishing a Chinese history translated into Siamese, 
another the sayings of wise men in China and Siam, and the 
third, the Royal press, is about to issue a Siamese History, prepared, 
we understand, by the ex-forcigu minister of Siaw. He is well 
fitted for his work, andif an impartial one, will probably be among 
the best books Siam has ever had. We understand it is being 
published with great despatch, that the King may have the books 
to distribute among the presents given on the occasion of the 
funeral ceremonies at the burning of his Royal Father. 
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JAVA, 
(FROM OUR OWN COBRESPONDENT.) 
Batavia, Dec. 9. 
The news I have to send by this mail from Padang is most 
distressing. On the evening of the 22nd ult., after the rain had 
poured down incessantly for several days, shots were fired by the 


j natives asa sign that Bandjirs (streams of water flowing from the 


mountains) were coming, and before an hour had elapsed, the 
whole country was inundated. ‘The stream tluwed so quickly that 
the natives had no time to save themselves, and hundreds were 
consequently drowned. The whole crop was totally destroyed, 
several houses were demolished, and an enormous number of 
buffaloes perished. The damage is, of course, very considerable, 
and will prove most disastrous to trade. ‘ho ficlds of indigo 
being totally inundated, there will be very soon a great lack of 
dying materials, and of course this must influence the prices of 
both white and unbleached cottons. The paddy, which had already 
began to bud, is totally destroyed, and the fields are covered with 
a kind of mud, so that they will have to be dug up again. ‘Ihe 
stock of rice is very small, and all the requirements fur consump- 
tion must be provided for by imports froin here. Prices are rising 
every day—almost every hour. 

It has created much astonishment that Colonel Flugi has re- 
solved to return to Holland, and to ask for his retiring pension. 
He was one of the most popular officers of the East India army. 
Rumours are current that Cvlonel de Brabant will follow his ex- 
ample. This is owing to the adoption of a course most demoral- 
ising for the officers of the East India army, both these ofhecrs 
having been passed over in promotion. 

The jubilee of our Freemasons’ Lodge, the “ Star of the East,” 
has been celebrated with great «clat. 

The news from the West Coast of Borneo is very favourable ; 
the greatest tranquillity provails. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—0— 
SINGAPORE, 

The P. and O. mail of 5th Nov. arrived out on the 9th Dec. 
Dates are now down to the 21st Dec. 

The Straits Times of 21st Dec. says :—At the time of departure 
of last mail we were still blessed with the sunshine of Royalty, 
but on the following day—the &th inst.—his Royal Highness the 
Duke of Edinburgh bid farewell to the Settlement, and proceeded 
to Malacca and Penang in H.M.S. Gulutec, his Excellency the 
Governor accompanying himin the colonial steamer f% ‘ho. At 
Malacca TI.R.H. remained some six hours, arriving at Penang on 
Saturday morning, the 11th inst., where—and in the province—he 
stayed four days, taking his final departure for Calcutta on the 15th 
instant. The visit of II. R. HW. to Penang scems to have been 
attended by all that was pleasant, and, according to the local 
papers, the folks there seem equally in love with the Prince, and 
with their own enthusiastic manner of receiving and entertaining 
him. Ilis visit to Singapore, unfortunately, was not productive of 
the same unqualified gratification to the residents, or, it is to be 
presumed, to himsclf; every effort had been ungrudgingly made 
to securo both the one and the other, but through an oversight, 
or some cause yet to be explained, a hitch occurred ; the invita- 
tions sent him by the English Clubs were entirely disregarded, 
while he availed of the privileges of the German Club © Teu- 
tonia ;” and so a natural feeling of disappointment usurped the 
place of enthusiasm among many of his countrymen. It is right 
to mention that the death of the Lieat.-Governor of the Settle- 
ment, by putting an end to the Grand Ball to be given on the eve 
of his departure, added considerably to damp enthusiasm, and 
probably prevented explanations which might have restored com- 
plete good feeling. 

The funeral of Colonel Ronald Macpherson, R.A., Lieutenant- 
Governor and Colonial Secretary, took place on the 7th, with 
The detachment of the Royal Artillery, the 
wing of the 75th Regiment, the Singapore Volunteer Corps, and 
about one hundred scamen of the Gu/utea, together with the (ra- 
lutca’s band. attended at the new cemetery, where his remains 
were interred. The usual three volleys were fired over his grave 
by the 75th. 

A great deal of rain has fallen during the fortnight, many of the 
suburban roads being at times flooded to the extent of two to three 
feet ; the weather has been correspondingly covl and avreeable. 

Great complaints have been made at the manner in which the 
arrangements were made for the General by Colonel Macpherson, 
by which many of his oldest friends were prevented from attending. 

The Hon. Captain Shaw, Licutenant Governor of Malacca, has 
been appointed acting Colonial Secretary. 

A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was held on the 10th 
inst., but nothing of any importance was discussed. 

The French Government has entered into contracts with two 
houses at Saigon for Labuan and Australian coals,—the former at 
45°52 and the latter at 89-18 per ton, The Goverument intend 
giving these coals a fair trial, and, it is expected, will eveutually 
order large quantities of that which proves most favourable. 

The Marine Court of Inquiry held before the Master Attendant 
and J. L. Kirby, Msq., into the loss of the British ship Lacarime, 
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Captain Ivey, on one of the London reefs, on the 14th Oct., ended 
ou the 15th Dec. The Court strongly censured Captain Ivey for 
want of care, and suspended his certificate for nine months. The 
chiet officer was also censured for the manner in which the log 
wat kept. 

The cannwil public examination of the boys’ department of the 
Rafiles Institution has been held. His Honour Sir P. B. Maxwell 
was present by invitation, and occupied the chair during the 
examination. Upwards of 300 pupils were present on the occa- 
sion, who were put to a rigid examination, both by the Examining 
Committee and afterwards by the Chairman, but acquitted them- 
selves most satisfactorily. The result of the examination was 
highly satisfactory, and the Principal of the Institution may be 
congratulated upon the state of efficiency which his pupils have 
attained. 

The last effusion of “ Extinguisher,” published in the Straits 
Observer, of Dec. 10, is devoted to the death of Col. Macpherson, 
and is one of the best that has yet appeared.

CASUALTIES. 
SHANGITAL 

The Customs’ tender Quashing, which,returned on the 3rd Dee. from 
her cruise in search of the Lightship West Wind, which has been wreck- 
ed, reported that the latter was lying, in 19 feet water (low tide), near 
the Raffles. Both of her anchors have becn stolen ; and in order to 
clear away the thousands of Chinese boats around her, it was requisite 
i: fire aera shots over their heads. There is no hope of recovering 
the hulk. 

The Dutch steamer Baron Sloet van der Beele, from Batavia, arrived 
here, having in tow the British ship Dilbhur, which vessel grounded on 
a reef near the Philippines, on theJvoyage from Zebu to London, and 
put into Batavia leaking. She will discharge cargo and repair here. 

HONG KONG. 

The barque Maric Gabriclle, from Foo-chow-Foo, for Melbourne, was 
wrecked on Nov. 25, near Cape Otway. The crew got ashore, and 
aficr fasting for some days reached the Cape Otway lighthouse, where 
they obtained relief. ‘I'he cargo of the vessel is completely damaged by 
sea water. 

The British barque’ Balmacarra reports having bad weather from N.E. 
to North throughout the passige, put into Chefoo on the 25th, sailed 
again onthe 27th. The Siamesc ship Racehorse went into Chefoo, 
with the loss of all three lower masts, which were cut away to save the 
ship, when the cargo shifted in a heavy gale experienced in Siam-tung 
Gulf, off Pron Island. The Caldew arrived in Chefoo on the 23rd ult. 
reporting terrible weather, and the loss of two suits of sails ; will remain 
to load at Chefoo. British barque Maria Miles sailed from Newchwang 
on the 19th, and N. G. barque Oberon on the 21st, bound to Hong 
Kong ; the North German barque Maria was Icft inside the Bar, the 
only vessel in the roads.

THE NEW CONVENTION, 

Mr. Hugh Matheson has sent to the Chambers of Commerce 
throughout the country a copy of the resolutions passed at the 
recent meeting of merchants at which he presided, with the follow- 
ing letter :— 

Bir,—For the information of your Chamber I have the honour 
to wait upon you with a copy of resolutions which were wnani- 
mously agreed to at a meetiny of merchants and others interested 
in the trade with China, held here on the 13th inst. The meeting 
was called to consider the provisions of the convention just made 
by Sir Rutherford Alcock with the Chinese Government, as sup- 
plementary to the treaty of Tientsin. 

On the part of the committee appointed at that meeting I have 
been instructed to communicate with your Chamber on this sub- 
ject, and beg respecttully to submit the following considerations 
in ig 7a of the resolutions which were adopted :-— 

1. The treaty of Tientsin, concluded by Lord Elgin in 1858, 
conferred important rights and privileges upon British trade, and 
under it our commercial intercourse with China has rapidly ex- 
tended. We are of opinion that unless with the object, on the 
one hand, of undoubted improvement, and of further facilitating 
British trade, or, on the other, of removing any provisions which 
might be found unjust in their operation towards the Chinese 
Government, it is not fur the interest of Great Britain that the 
terms of the treaty should be altered. On this point Sir Ruther- 
tord Alcock, addressing H.M-’s Consul at Shanghai on April 1, 
1869, said :— 

Late as it 1s, there is yet time, before any final decision need be taken, 
to turn to profit any well-considered scheme by which the chief difficulties 
may be satisfactorily removed. Any revision of the treaty, indecd, which 
should fail in this, would, in my opinion, fail in the moat cardinal point, 
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and could be of little avail for the extension and free development of trade. 
Tt is far more important that a revision of the treaty should be satisfactory 
than that it should be effected within any specified time. There is nothing, 
in fact, to limit the period of preliminary examination and negotiation, 
If, in the present condition of the empire, or the existing state of afairs, 
the obstacles to any satisfactory revision, in the sense of large and practical 
improvements, should be found insuperable, there is nothing to be gained 
by hurrying the negotiations toa close. On the contrary, I believe it 
would be better, in the common interest, to have no revision at all than to 
accept such incomplete and imperfect results as would leave foreign 
interests and relations practically the same and without any material im- 
provement. I have no desire to be a party to any such settlement. 

2. In examining the new stipulations, it is with disappointment 
and regret that we fail to recognise among them any important 
provisions favourable to foreign commerce, or which can at all be 
considered an adequate set off against those to which we princi- 
pally take exception, and which we believe are calculated to inflict 
a direct injury upon British commerce. Of the advantages of 
opening the two new ports specified, nothing can be certainly 
affirmed ; and at all events, the trade, which it is expected will be 
established at these ports is much more likely to fall into the 
hands of Chinese than of British merchants. There are other 
stipulations which are undoubtedly advantageous, but they are of 
very small importance when put in comparison with those which 
we proceed now to consider. 

3. In Article III. of the new Convention it is agreed that Bri- 
tish textile fabrics shall pay both import duty, about 5 per cent., 
and transit dues, equal to half import duty, or about 24 per cent., 
simultaneously on importation, and that the goods shall thereafter 
be exempt from all other taxes or charges whatever in the treaty 
port provinces. It will be observed that this impost is now to be 
foried upon goods taken for local consumption, a large and in- 
creasing quantity, and which have heretofore been liable to no 
transit dues whatever. We may also mention that in some of the 
more northern parts of China open to our trade there are cither no 
transit ducs at all or very insignificant ones. In the case of these 
also the new impost is a clear addition of duty. 

Now, while we are prepared to welcome any boni fide attempt 
to regulate the inland duties, it is notorious that obligations with 
reference to these, made under former treaties, have not been 
observed by the Chinese, nor have they been enforced by the treaty 
peer The inland transit dues have been by immemorial custom 

evied by the provincial authorities through whose districts the 
merchandise is conveyed, and not by the Imperial Government. 
Complaints of arbitrary and excessive exactions, for which no 
redress could be obtained, led to the insertion into the treaty of 
Tientsin of a provision by which it was made optional to commute 
these dues for 24 per cent. ad valorem, on payment of which certi- 
ficatcs were to be issued which should exempt the goods from all 
transit dues en route from the treaty port into the interior. This 
system has completely failed ; illegal exactions have been made not 
ouly on British merchants, but still more on Chinese traders, to the 
serious injury of British commerce. It is now sought to make the 
commutation compulsory, and we have no guarantee whatever that 
the payment of these ducs into the imperial exchequer will ex- 
empt traders from the exactions of local officials. here is no 
provision made in the convention beyond that which has hitherto 
proved entirely ineffective for securing that British goods, in 
transit to the markets of the interior, shall pass free from taxa- 
tion. We are therefore forced to conclude that the 2} per cent. 
now to be levied at the port of importation will prove to be merely 
an addition to the import duty of 5 per cent. 

4. In Article XIII. of the convention it is proposed to double 
the export duty on silk. Hitherto ten taels per picul, or about 
Gd. per Ib., this duty will now be increased to 1s. per Ib, and as 
the transit dues will also be doubled, heing fixed by the treaty at 
half the amount of export duty, the additional cost of China silk 
to the British consumer will be about 9d. per lb, That this will 
act as a preminm to the native manufacturer cannot be doubted ; 
and there is reason to fear that it will still further curtail the export 
of some of the most useful classes of raw silk, particularly Taysaams, 
which enter largely into native consumption, and the diminished 
supplies of which have already caused our manufacturers much 
incouvenience. 

Tt has been alleged that an increase of the export duty on silk 
is admissible, on the ground that the fixed duties specified in the 
treaty are based upon a5 per cent. ad ralorcm rate, and that the 
present increased value of silk will justify the proposed revision. 
To this it may be answered that silk in former years ruled, and 
miay again rule, at prices which would make the 10 taels dut 
little short of 5 per cent. ad relor.in, Moreover, to apply this 
argunent fairly, it would be neces-ary to make such revision of 
export duties a general one, when it would be found that a 
material reduction would be required upon the export duty upon 
tea, now about 124 per cent. 

With these remarks on the more important stipulations of the 
Convention, as they atlect British trade, we take leave to com- 
men] this matter to the early attention of your Chamber. In the 
meantime, may T request the co-operation of your Chamber and 
of its members in using all their influence to oppore the ratifica- 
tion of the Convention in its present form, beth by canvassing 
public opinion in your community and by making urgent repre- 
scntations to Her Majesty’s Government.—I have the honour to

SOME FURTHER REMARKS ON THE NEW 
TREATY. 

Sir R. Aucocg’s China convention having now been long 
enough before us to enable a fair idea to be formed of its 
probable effects on trade (always supposing, of course, that it 
is ratified in its present form), it will be well to weigh the 
value of the concessions made on either side, and compare 
our prospective profits and losses. That the balance will 
be on the wrong side is manifest at a glance, but let us 
see to what extent. The additional 20 taels payable on 
opium is of course the largest item on the adverse side ; this 
on an estimated importation of 55,000 piculs gives an in- 
creased revenue to the Chinese Customs of Tis. 1,100,000. 
Next comes the double silk duty—an increase of 10 taels 
on an export of (say) 51,000 piouls, giving Tls. 510,000, and 
of 3 taels on “ yellow ” silk, say 6,000 piculs, giving another 
Tl. 18,000. Here we have an additional burden on trade 
to’the extent of Tis. 1,628,000 in the shape of direct taxa- 
tio n on opium and silk; to which has to be added the 
now compulsory transit duty on imported cotton goods of 
the estimated value of Tls. 11,510,000, and woollen or mixed 
goods Tis. 3,700,000, which dues, at 24 per cent., will amount 
to Tls. 380,250. This makes a total gain to the Chinese 
Exchequer of Tls. 2,008,000, or in round numbers two millions. 
On the other side we have (1) the abolition of the duty on 
foreign coal, which only amounts to about 150,000 tons per 
aunum, giving a duty of Tls. 7,500 —which has probably been 
relinquished because the amount is so small as hardly to re- 
pay the trouble of collection. (2) A reduction in the duty of 
native coal exported from the South only—which, on 25,000 
tons will give almost twice as much—say Tls. 15,000. (3) 
The reduced duty on timber, pepper, and some other articles 
not so easily estimated ; and (4) the abolition of the duty on 
Dockyard stores. All these together, even if taken at a high 
estimate, will certainly not exceed a quarter of a million taels ; 
so that for our new privileges—ill-defined and shadowy as they 
are—we have to pay, in hard cash,a million and three 
quarters of taels. And for the chief of these dearly-bought 
privileges—tho exemption of our goods from inland “squeezes,” 
we have absolutely no security—there is not even a stipulation 
that the increased duty shall cease to be paid should the 
Chinese fail to carry out their engagements in this respect. 

No doubt Sir RurHerrorp Axcock did his best to procure 
better terms, but he was shorn of his powers for good by 
the recent action of the Home Government, and virtually re- 
duced to the position of an inferior suing for favours toa 
superior power. The Chinese, by the tone they maintained 
during the negotiations, showed a clear appreciation of this 
fact. The main object of the BuruincaMe Mission was 
doubtless to lessen the power of the Foreign Ministers at 
Peking, and so far it has admirably answered the purpose. 
The Foreign-office has cut the ground from under Sir R. 
Axcocr’s feet to such an extent that it is almost a wonder 
he was not compelled to accept even worse terms; and 
his successor will evidently be powerless to demand 
any further concessions from the Chinese. The conduct 
of cur Government in the matter has been weak and vacillat- 
ing throughout. While their representative at Peking was 
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endeavouring to make some sort of stand against the retro- 
grade tendencies of the Chinese, they on this side more than 
neutralised all he could do by yielding to Mr. BURLINGAME’S 
impertinent demands. Indeed, we may justly accuse the 
Foreign-office not only of supineness, but of bad faith in 
this matter, for in July last, at the very time when these ne- 
gotiations at Peking were in progress, and when Lord Cia- 
RENDON had already made those lamentable concessions to 
Mr. BuruincamMe, Mr. Otway stated in the House of Com- 
mons on behalf of the Government, that it was intended to 
postpone the revision of the Treaty of Tientain until the 
EMPEROR came of age, some four years hence. Mr. Orway, 
or those who put him forward to make this statement, must 
have well known it to be incorrect. Someexplanation of this 
misrepresentation ought to be demanded as soon as Parlia- 
ment reassembles. 

As regards the probability of the new Convention being 
ratified, it is yet early to form an opinion. The fact of its 
publication in this country being authorised is evidence that 
itis approved by our own Government, and that of the United 
States is certain to follow suit. But it must be remembered 
that the Convention is not to come into operation unless all 
the Treaty Powers agree to accept it, and we have yet to see 
whether those who are not pledged to refrain from using 
pressure on the Chinese Government will agree in this course. 
Probably they will not, and there is yet a hope that the ex- 
ample of France and Russia, together with the strong repre- 
rentations that will shortly be made to Lord CLarENDon by 
the London merchants and the various Chambers of Com- 
Merce, may induce our Government to pause before finally 
committing themselves to a step fatal to the interests of 
British trade in China. 


DRIFTING INTO WAR. 

Tue letter signed “ CassanpeR,” which appeared in our last 
issue, contains some reflections on the too probable result of 
Lord CLARENDOoN’s policy towards China that will, we are 
sure, receive hearty commendation from our readers. As 
CassaNDER points out, the situation is getting more serious 
every day, and as time wears on the chance of a peaceful 
solution of the difficulties now rising in every direction be- 
comes more and more remote. Every step taken in the 
direction of weakening our naval forces in China, of 
snubbing our Consuls, of tying down our Minister 
by stringently pacific instructions, will be met by an 
aggressive movement on the other side. So long as 
we are peaceful, the Chinese Government will be arro- 
gant and presumptuous; if we go further, and exhibit 
humility, they will instantly become warlike and defiant. 
And in any future struggle they will be far better prepared 
than when they last threw off the mask, at Taku. Already 
there are dockyards and arsenals at Canton, Foochow, Nan- 
king, and Shanghai, besides military camps under foreign 
instruction ; and the enormous gains secured through the 
Customs by this new convention, will doubtless be applied 
to the maintenance and further development of these warlike 
establishments, which are surely intended to be turned against 
us on the first occasion when from words we come to blows 
with them. Of course all these preparations will not make 
them invincible, but they will at least be capable of a much 
more formidable resistance than our arms have hitherto en- 
countered on Chinese soil. The day of trial is probably not 
very far off. The more eager our Government is to con- 
ciliate the Chinese, the more stringently our representatives 
are “ bound over to keep the peace,” even at the cost of any 
degree of humiliation—the more surely are we drifting into 
war. 


We learn, on the authority of the Globe, that on the 
strength of the new transit regulations a London firm is 
about to ship to China a consignment of eight hundred and 
forty thousand pocket-knives, and sixty thousand bottles of 
brandy, for transmission into the interior of the country. Are 
the members of the firm indicated so credulous as to believe 
they are likely to make a fortune by the speculation? Or 
is it possible that some un-redresscd wrong has inspired them 
with a deadly hatred of the Chinese race, and that they are 
making this shipment in the hope that sixty thousand China- 
men will forthwith drink the sixty thousand bottles of brandy, 
and under its influence cut each others’ throats with the 
eight hundred and forty thousand pocket-knives ? This would 
certainly be revenge on a grand scale, 
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Some time ago we devoted a good deal of space to urging 
the necessity of some steps being taken to bring the Korean 
Government to reason. Even if we are bound to respect the 
voluntary seclusion of a people so long as they give us no 
active cause of offence, the obligation surely ceases when 
shipwrecked crews cast involuntarily on their shores are mal- 
treated. In the case of the Star of the East, lately stranded 
on the coast of Korea, the natives were disposed to be hos- 
pitable and friendly ; but soon the officials appeared, and 
“ordered the foreigners away on pain of death,” whereby 
much hardship and suffering was inflicted on them. It is 
clearly the duty of the English Government to demand re- 
dress for this outrage ; but any representation to this effect 
would doubtless be met by the reply that wrecking, cruelty, 
and murder are “holy traditions” among the Koreans, and 
must therefore be respected. What a pity it is that Sir 
Cuarxrs DILKE does not become a naturalised Korean, and go 
and dwell permanently among that delightfully civilised and 
progress-loving people ! 





WE notice with satisfaction the large increase that has 
lately been visible in the tonnage employed in the Siam trade. 
In the Siam Weekly Advertiser of Dec. 2 we find a list of no 
less than fifty-five foreign merchant vessels aggregating over 
21,000 tons then at Bangkok, most of them sure of employ- 
ment ; of these thirteen were loading for Europe, with a gross 
tonnage of 6,800, or nearly one-third of the whole. Besides 
the foreign, there were twenty-six Siamese vessels in port, 
representing over 9,000 tons. The trade is still unfortunately 
almost confined to the export of rice, there being apparently 
hardly any demand among the natives for European manu- 
factures, and (as the Advertiser justly remarks) it is a pity 
that the numerous vessels coming to load should bring no- 
thing better in the way of imports than stone or sand ballast. 
It seems to us that the rice trade itself is capable of consi- 
derable development by an extended introduction of steam 
machinery for preparing the article. 


A FEw days since some apprehension was manifested as to 
the safety of the Great Kastern, owing to her not having been 
spoken since she left St. Vincent in November last, with the 
British Indian Cableon board, and some depression in Telegraph 
shares was the result. The managing director of the Tele- 
graph Construction and Maintenance Company has set these 
fears at rest by a communication to the Stock Exchange 
pointing out that the track of the Great Eastern lay entirely 
out of the direction pursued by homeward-bound ships. We 
cannot hear of her from the Cape until the next mail arrives, 
which is now about due. If her coaling at the Cape is 
not delayed by bad weather, she might arrive in Bombay 
some day this week ; but, owing to the irregularity and un- 
certainty of the telegrams from India, it is impossible to say 
when we may hear of her arrival there. There is not the 
slightest reason for any anxiety about the ship or her 
freight. 


A Notice just issued at the Admiralty (dated Jan. 8) inti- 
mates to all persons interested therein that “preparations 
“are now being made for the intended distribution of the 
“ proceeds of a piratical jank and cargo, captured on April 8, 
“ 1867, by Her Masesty’s gunboat Havock.” The junk was 
one captured up the West River, and adjudicated a lawful 
prize by the Hong Kong Court nearly two years ago. The 
amount of “ preparation” required by the Admiralty for set- 
tling such a small affair as this is wonderful. Even now it is 
uncertain when the claimants will get their money. It is 
stated that “due notice will be given, by future advertise- 
“ ments in the London Gluzette, of the date proposed for the 
“commencement of distribution.” 





ApMrmaL Outer, the Governor and Commander-in-Chief 
of Saigon and French Cochin China, who returned by the 
last mail owing to ill health, is, we understand, to be suc- 
ceeded by Admiral pz 1a GRaNDIERE. This, we feel sure, 
will be highly gratifying to most of the residents at Saigon. 
Admiral CormiLuier DE LuctMeErE, the commander of the 
Chiva and Japan fleet, has assumed thegovernment ad interim, 





Tux January number of the Westminster Review contained 
an article on “British Policy in China,” evidently from the 
pen of a resident at one of the Northern ports. We regret 
that our space does not admit of any lengthened notice of it 
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Wiri reference to the meeting of merchants held to con- 
sider the new China Convention, which was reported in our 
last issue, we publish in another column a letter addressed 
by Mr. MarHeson to the various Chambers of Commerce, 
with a view to joint action. No time has yet been fixed for 
the proposed deputation to the Government, and it is possi- 
ble that this may be deferred until Parliament assembles, 
next month. A resolution was passed on the 19th by the 
Glasgow Chamber of Commerce to the effect that it is inex- 
pedient that the Convention should be ratified. 


Apvices have been received from Sydney that the Govern- 
ment have decided to postpone the consideration of the pro- 
posed mail service between Java, Brisbane, and Sydney, via 
Torres Straits, until after the meeting of Parliament in 
January. We shall probably, therefore, not hear of the 
decision regarding a subsidy for this service until March. 
We understand that the P. and O. Company, the British 
Indian, and the Netherlands India Company have submitted 
tenders. 


Tue Peiho, one of the four vessels building by the Measa- 
geries Imperiales for their Indo-China service, has been 
launched, and is now fitting her engines, &c. She will 
probably be ready to proceed to her station in March next, 
by which time the Suez Canal, it is expected, will be passable 
for vessels of twenty-four feet draft. Should this prove prac- 
ticable, it is the intention of the Company then to pass all 
their vessels through the Canal. 


Tae Chinese Mission has terminated its labours at Berlin. 
In another column will be found some interesting extracts 
from the correspondence between Count Bismark and Mr. 
BuriimncaMe with which the negotiations terminated. 


PIRACY IN THE CHINA SEAS. 

Tue melancholy story received by last mail of the piratical 
attack on the Crofton following closely on the case of the 
Apenrade and others, indicates that piracy on the Southern 
Coast of China is again on the increase, and we trust the 
warning as to the necessity of keeping up an efficient gun- 
boat squadron in those waters will not be lost on our Govern- 
ment. The following extract from a Hong Kong letter on 
the subject has appeared in The Times :— 


Another shocking piracy has just occurred. The British bark Crofton 
was in a sinking state, having sprung a leak whilesomewhere not far from 
Macao, and the mate with a boat’s crew came in here for assistance. The 
ship must have been subsequently taken by pirates, who carried the captain 
and remainder of the crew to the island of Montamba, close by Macao, 
near the Tyfea, where they beheaded the prisoners and burnt the bodies on 
the beach. Information was given at Macao by some fishermen, and in- 
vestigation set on foot by the Prussian corvette Afedusa, English gunvessel 
Midye, and Portuguese gunboat Camoes. Distinct traces of the tragedy 
were discovered, with many of the Crofton's papers. Several prisoners 
have been taken, and twoor three villages burnt. The Cro/ton herself has 
not been found, she has probably sunk. Deferencetothe susceptibilities of the 
Chinese Government has of late inducedthe English authorities to restrain 
the action of English cruisers in Chinese waters, on the understanding that 
the now rather numerous fleet of Chinese gunboats should be employed 
in the suppression of piracy. The result is that piracy is rapidly increas- 
ing again. ‘The Chinese gunboats are employed in blockading this 
port and that of Macao, and levying ‘‘ squeezes” on trade, and within the 
last few wecks two European ships, the Apenrade and Crofton, have been 
captured, and several European lives lost between this and Macao. Be- 
sides these piracies, there have been several cases of attacks on Chinese 
craft. What with the extension of piracy, the increase of import and ex- 
port duties under the revised Treaty, and the growing obstructiveness and 
insolence of Chinese officials, whose arrogance ia in exact proportion to the 
humility and forbearance of European Governments, foreigners in these 
parts find their povition daily becoming more and more critical, and look 
forward to a new war as the only means of relief from their burdens, and 
the extrication from the very embarrassing position into which a weak 
and utterly mistaken policy has driven them. 





STEAM LIGHTERS FOR JAPAN. 

Tax want that has so long been felt at Yokohama and other 
ee in Japan of proper facilities for discharging vessels will soon 

supplied by means of a number of steam lighters of a novel 
construction, which are being shipped to Yokohama, where we 
understand they will be consigned to Mr. Pirmay. Four of these 
useful vessels have been completed, and three of them are already 
en route to their destination, while others are in ‘course of con- 
struction on the Thames, by Messrs. ALLIBON, Noyzs, and Co., of 
Northfleet. 

The boats are built of “(Monk Bridge” iron, which is the highest 
class of Yorkshire iron except the celebrated Low-moor. Their 
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dimensions are as follows :—Length, 80 ft. 6 in. ; beam, 17 ft. 6 in.; 
depth of hold, 5 ft. G6in.; draught of water, only 3 ft. 6 in. They 
will carry 150 tons of coals, and, owing to the arrangement of the 
upright “ Allibon ” boilers the space occupied hy the engine de- 
partment is only 14 feet. The stopping and starting gcar is on 


deck, close to the steering wheel, which is forward. The boilers | 
are especially constructed to burn the light quality of Japanese : 


coal that is so destructive to the funnels of ordinary steamers ; 
as the flame has to descend to the bottom of the boiler before it 
reaches the funnel, all the heat is exhausted and at the same 
time utilised, so that the consumption of coal is reduced to 
2 Ib. per hour for every horse power. There are four watertight 
compartments in each boat, and the bottoms are so constructed as 
to enable them to run on shore and discharge, or go up to the bank 
of a river, which is in some cases very desirable. Each lighter is 
moreover fitted with a powerful steam winch, which will be a great 
assistance to vessels requiring to discharge rapidly. The boats are 
also well fitted to carry passengers on deck in case of need, having 
high bulwarks with iron stanchions for awnings. 

We hear thata set of blocks and tackle for shears capable of 
lifting fifty tons weight are also being sent to Yokohama. 





MR. BURLINGAME AND COUNT BISMARK. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Globe sends the following 
translation of the first part of Mr. Burlingame’s letter to the 
Chancellor of the North-German Confederation, dated Jan. 4, 
which is as follows :— 

Thad the honour to state, in our conversation yesterday and to-day, 
that it was not so much the desire of the Chinese Government to make 
new treaties, as to secure a fair execution of old ones. Existing treaties, 
with the opportunity of changing them afforded by the presence at Peking 
of the Representatives of the Treaty Powers, are sufficient for commer- 
cial purposes ; but from the manner in which they are established, and the 
harsh stipulations consequent thereon, may be difficult of enforcement. 
Without here questioning the propriety of their origin or denying the ob- 
ligation of the Chinese to observe them, it may be permitted to request 
such forbearance in their execution on the part of the Western Powers as 
shall be compatible with the independence of China and the interests of 
civilisation. Upon this subject, while there may be an equal desire to do 
justice, there is great diversity of opinion. One party maintains that as 
the treaties had their origin in force, pressure must be continued in their 
support, and that any relaxation of this system would be fatal to progress. 
The cther party holds that this system is neither wise nor safe, that while 
it may be convenient for the moment, in the end it must be destructive of 
the interests of its promoters; that it is inconsistent with the true Sove- 
reignty of China, and with that international law, which does not measure 
the rights of nations by their power to resist or by the interests of those 
who do not belong to these nations, and degrades the Central Government 
of China by dealing with the local authorities, and submits the great 
question of war to the caprice of those whose interest it is to make it. 

Mr. Burlingame proceeds to state that the action of those of 
the Treaty Powers which have been visited by the Mission has 
been in favour of the latter party. The ‘Treaty concluded with 
the United States is in this spirit. The correspondence between 
Lord Clarendon and Mr. Burlingame, and the instruction of the 
former .in accordance therewith, disclose a determination on the 
part of Great Britain to maintain a conciliatory policy towards 
China, and to restrain its agents within proper limits. Mr. Bur- 
lingame mentions the cordial reception of the Mission by the Em- 
peror of France, and the just views expressed by him at that time, 
as well as the subsequent declaration of his Ministers in the same 
sense, together with the gratifying response by direct letters to the 
Emperor of China of the Sovereigus of Holland, Denmark, and 
Sweden, as assurance of a general desire of harmonious and con- 
siderate action towards China. 

‘The despatch ges on to express the warm gratitude felt by all the 
members of the Embassy for the more than official courtesy shown 
to them by the King of Prussia, as well as for the ever-recurring 
kindness of which they have been the recipients at the hands of 
Her Majesty the Queen. Mr. Burlingame assures the Chancel- 
lor that the Government of China will appreciate and respond to 
the gencrous spirit of the Western Powers, ‘This, he says, has 
already been proved by the Treaty concluded with England, the 
favourable stipulations of which arc detailed by Mr. Burlingame 
at some length. ‘The despatch concludes as follows :— 

I hasten, in the name of China, to thank you for the views you have 
expressed, and to request that you will, in response to this, place them upon 
record to the end that this declaration may give still greater confidence to 
China, and an additional incentive to further progress on its part. 

The following is a translation of Count Bismark’s despatch in 
answer to the above :— 

Bertin, Jan. 16. 

Your Excellency,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 4th inst. referring to our conversations of the same and 
the preceding day. 

While bearing witness to the accuracy of your recital of what you said, 
I willingly comply with your request by reiterating in substance and plac- 
ing upon record what I answered you. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to me that I should have received 
the first direct diplomatic communication from the Chinese Government to 
this country, and I trust that the intercourse thus established, in accord- 
ance with the law of nations, will prove equally beneficial to both parties. 

The reception you have met with here, and of which you and the other 
members of the Embassy have been pleased to convey to me so warm an 
acknowledgment, testifies the sympathy of the German people with China, 
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and its desire to cultivate with her the most friendly relations. I am 
| happy to add that the North German Confederation, and his Majesty the 
King, my most gracious Sovereign, being the heat of the same, will not 
| cease to observe a policy concurring with that disposition, They are con- 
vinced that in the intercourse of our respective countries the interests of 
Germany will be best served by what is conducive and necessary to the 
well-being of China; that is to say, the activity of the Central Govern- 
ment enjoying respect, authority, and power commensurate with the 
| magnitude of the empire, both in territorial extent and number of popu- 
| lation, By maintaining order and security of life and property through- 
out the realm, such a Government will afford the best guarantee for fair 
and equitable dealing on the part of the servants and subjects of the 
Emperor, the most efticacious and universal protection of our countrymen 
resorting to China, the eafest way to secure the execution of treaties and 
to obtain redress of grievances. When unharassed by internal dissensions 
and foreign conflicts, the Government would naturally concentrate its 
energies upon the further development of the boundless resources of the 
country, industry at home and commerce abroad would grow together, 
and increasing prosperity would, it may be trusted, strengthen the hands, 





and fortify the determination of the Government to follow up the policy 
of active intercourse, of amity, and mutual contidence with foreign nations, 
as initiated by your mission, 

Resting upon these suppositions, the North German Confederation will 
ever be ready to suit its attitude to the exigencies of that authority, the 
impairing of which, in extent or intensity, would open a prospect difticalt 
to imagine, but certainly the reverse of what the interests of the Western 
Powers, in the growth of commerce and spread of civilisation, demand. 

I avail myself of this opportunity to renew to your Excellency the 
assurances of my highest consideration, BISMARK. 





Foreign Gutelligence.

Rotrerpay, Jan. 19. 

The members of the First Chamber of the States-General have been 
occupied with the several chapters of the Budget. The general 
debate was uninteresting, there being not the least show of opposition ; 
so that it is clear that the Opposition members did not hold with the 
views expressed hy Opposition papers with regard to the actual condi- 
tion of the State finances. By way of contradiction to the assertions of 
these journals, the Minister of the Financial Department stated that 
the revenues during the past ycar presented a very favourable appear- 
ance, being 2,800,000 guilders above the valuation. Yet the Dagblad 
speaks every day of a national bankruptcy. Wicked tongues say that 
this is a mania of the editor, who always speaks of insolvency because 
the paper itself is much en dvcoufiture. A very interesting debate 
took place when the Budget of Foreign Affairs was brought forward. 
Mr. van Beeck Vollenhoven regretted greatly that the Second Cham- 
ber had outvoted the demand of the Minister of Forcign Affairs for 
the credit for appointing a Minister at Peking. He protested carnestly 
against this vote, because he said the rejection of the proposal was 
most injurious to trade and shipping. It may be, he said, 
that our China trade is not so extcnsive as formerly, but the 
trade still exists, and there are cven signs of a revival. He 
further demonstrated that the appointment of a Minieter was of the 
greatest urgeney. Mr. Smit agreed entirely with this idea, and he wag 
of opinion that the members of the Second Chamber had refused the 
credit because they were not sufficiently informed npou the subject. 
Mr. Schimmelpenninck van der Uije said that while a Minister was, 
according to his conviction, necessary, he should prefer that none 
should be appointed if the Minister retained his intention of paying 
such avery poor salary for the post. Mr. Joost van Vollenhoven 
also opposed the vote o the Sceond Chamber, and said that he agreed 
wholly with the view taken by the several chambers of trade, who had 
induced the Minister to renew his proposal. The Minister, answering 
to the several speakers, said that he was willing to consider the fresh 
proposition; but Mr. Smit was not content with this answer. He 
wished for something more definite, and accordingly Mr. Roest van 
Limburg promised that he would lay before the meimbers of the Se- 
cond Chamber a special Bill for the appointment of a Minister in 
China. The Budgct for Foreign Affuirs was thereupon carried, which 
was algo the case with the Budget of the Navy and the War Depart- 
ment; all were voted unanimously. In to-day’s sitting the Minister 
of Marine stated that our troops had carried a brilliant victory over 
the natives at our colonies on the West Coast of Africa. 

The First Chamber then proceeded with the Finance Budget, 





which was carried by twenty-five against one vote, and the debate 
was then opened upon the Colonial Budget. Mesare. van Nispen and 
Hartsen delivered long speeches in opposition to the Liberal policy, 
but without success. The whole of the evening's sitting was taken up 
with the speech of Mr. de Waal, Minister of the Colonial Department. 
After replying to the Opposition speakers, defending the Liberal 
policy, he stated that the Java coffee crop of 1509 was only calculated 
to produce $00,000 piculs, but the produce will really be one million 
piculs, and that the crop for 1870 is estimated to produce 1,000,000 to 
1,200,000 piculs; that the produce of the suzar crop for 1869 is 
2,000,000 piculs, and that the private tobacco culture was most fa- 
vourable. The Budget was carried by nineteen Ayes against six Noes. 
The Chamber then took recess. 

Mr. M. H. Godefroi, M.P. for Amsterdam, has resigned his seat. The 
ill health of his wife renders it necessary that he should remain for a 
long ‘period in Paris. There are no candidates yet named. His Ma~ 





jesty has accepted the resignation of Mr. D. de Graef, Minister resident 
in Japan, has thanked him for the good services he has rendered to the 
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State, and has appointed in his place Mr. F. P. van der Hoeven, of the 
embassy at St. Petersburg. 

Messrs. van Hoevell, member of the Council of State, des Amorie 
van der Hoeven, and J. van Gennep have issued a ‘circular to promote 
subscriptions on behalf of the ‘‘ Lion Funds,” which are being collected 
in Java with the object of defraying the cost of educating the children 
of the late Mr. Lion, the pioneer of Liberal principles in Java. With- 
out doubt, the contributions will be very large. I hear that one of 
the most influential members of the Liberal party has subscribed ten 
mille. 

His Majesty bas accepted the resignation of Mr. C. Bosman as Dutch 
Consul at Hong Kong, and bas appointed Mr. Ludwig Beyer to the 

ost. 

I believe that no decision can be expected on the proposed Java and 
Holland line, e/a Suez Canal, until answers arrive to many queries sent 
out to Batavia. . 

The Dutch Trading Company has chartered the following vessels to 
convey produce from Java to Amaterdam :—Australia at f.74.99 ; to 
Schiedam, Utrecht, at f.68.67; and to Middleburg at f.74.—per last. 

During the present year 2,000 soldiers will be sent out to reinforce 
the East India army.

In general, 2 most healthy tone prevails; a good business has been 
done in Sugar and Coffee at improved prices, and considerable lots of 
Cassia Vera, Rattans, and Wax have changed hands. 

CorreE.—The demand for Java still improves, and the market value 
for greenish is now from 1 4c. to 2}c., and for white and yellow lhc. to 
2c. above the priccs paid at the November auction. There is, how- 
ever, but very little offered, and holders as well as speculators decline 
to operate without a further advance.

FRENCH EXPLORATIONS IN EASTERN ASIA. 


It has been generally understood of late that the attempts of the 
French Government to establish the existence of a practicable water 
communication between its Cochin Chinese dependency and the South 
Western Provinces of China proper have not been successful. This, in 
fact, is the inference suggested literally by the series of papers published 
in the Revue des Deux Mondes, by M. de Camé, under the title of 
‘¢ Exploration du Mékong. Noble as the expanse of the river called 
by the French the Mékong would seem to be according to the ordinary 
maps, it turns ont to be obstructed by rapids and cataracts which 
render it uscless for navigation. Tbe French expedition under M. 
de Lagrée succeeded, however, in reaching South-Western China, and 
a very interesting account of their experiences is given by M. de 
Camé in the number of the Jtecve which has juat appeared. But the 
important point is, that the French explorers have satisfied themsclyes 
that the true line of communication between South-Western China and 
the ses is not by the Mékong, but by the Sankoi, or Sang-Koi, which 
traverses Tonquin and falls into the Gulf of Tonquin. Information 
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gathered in China itself would appear to show that it presents only one 
serious difficulty throughout its course. The provinces which the river 
traverses are not those under the immediate control of the French, but 
M. de Camé argues that stepa should be at once taken to give them the 
command of the navigation. We think M. de Camé quite wrong in 
the impression which he seems to have formed that the discovery of a 
practicable water route would be looked upon with jealousy by the British 
public, which he appears to consider bent on making the railway from 
British Burmah to Yunan. [But nobody, we suppose, regards the rail- 
way a8 other than a pis aller. River communications are simpler, 
cheaper, and more accordant with Chinese habits than railways, and 
the British mercantile interest would have nothing but congratulations 
for the French if they succeeded in opening the Sang-Koi. The Indian 
Government, which has a genuine dread of the political complications 
in which the railway might involve it, would be even better satisfied 
than the merchants. If M. de Camé had not, to speak frankly, some- 
thing of a craze on the subject of Knaglishmen in the East, we should 
attach much importance to hia opinion of the hopelessness of the raftl- 
way acheme, and of the utter unfitness for commercial relations of the 
Mahomedan insurgents who still hold the extreme westerly portion of 
Yunan. 





Six Regime 1 ENetanp.—The first number of the Journal of the 
Silk Supply Association hag just been issued. One of the objects of the 
Journal is to point out the advantages to the silk manufacturer and 
silk operative if the raw material were recled in this country. No 
validjreasons (says the Journa!), indeed, have yet been alleged against 
the production of silk in the southern counties of England, where much 
of the land iz peculiarly favourable to the growth of the mulberry; and 
we hope that at no very distant day the profits of such an industry 
may assist in improving the position of the labouring classes in that 
part of the kingdom. Buta practical association should look rather to 
the immediate than to the morc remote future ; and the successful cul- 
ture of silk demands a knowledge which, though easy of attainment, can 
be of course bat slowly diffused. The question, however, of reeling 
cocoons is one of a totally different nature. They can be pressed-packed 
and imported into England without any difficulty, moderate care alone 
being required to ensure their arrival in an undamaged condition. We 
possess many mechanical inventions for effecting the reeling that have 
been practically tested and shown to produce a thread cqual to any 
produced in France or Italy, and at a smaller cost. In the centres of 
silk industry, such as Coventry or Macclesfield, we have at hand alarge 
population already familiar with the manipulation of silk, to whom, 
in the present depressed state of trade, the introduction of a new 
industry cspecially suited to them would be an inestimable boon. 


“ PLEASANT IsLanp.”—In Nature (Messrs. Macmillans’ new journal) 
there is an interesting account of an island lying in the route of ships 
between Australia and China. Though called ‘ Pleasant Island.” it 
had, previous to 1865, on account of the conduct of the natives, a very 
bad reputation. In that yeara ship captain visited the place, bringing 
away a favourable report of it, as well as news that there was an Eng- 
lishaman among the native population. Three years later Captain 
Hall, of the barque Glenisle, passed that way, and was boarded by ca- 
noes from the island, and a couple of whale-boats. Two Englishmen 
came With the skifls, one of whom said he had been twenty-eight years 
on the island, and introduced hix younger companion, eighteen years 
old, ashisson. They told Captain Hall that they tried to visit all ships 
passing within easy distance, and were anxious it should be known 
that they could supply ships with pigs and cocoa-nut oil. The captain 
advised them to cultivate potatoes, and they gave him an advertise- 
ment to put in the colonial papers, Unfortunately this document has 
baffled all attempts to decipher it, fromm the faulty writing. The island 
ig stated to be nine miles across, and twenty-two miles in cirenmfe- 
rence. 


Prorosep Frencn Port oN THE Rep Sea.—The French cannot 
apparently forgive us for having anticipated them in seizing the island 
of Perim, and thus adding a Malta to our Gibraltar of the Red Sea, as 
they call Aden. According to the papera, M. Poilay, one of the en- 
gineers of the Suez Canal, has determined to counteract our influence 
in that quarter of the globe. He has with this object purchased a 
large tract of land at Babelmandcb, where he purposes to “créer une 
ville ct un port.” The future of this magnificent scheme is, according 
to his prospectua, already assured ; for the neighbourhood is rich in 
coal mines, which can be worked (with forced lubour, we suppose) ab 
a trifling cost. 

An Admiralty notice has been issued that about the Ist of Aprila 
telegraph station vessel will be moored by the International Mid- 
Channel Telegraph Company off the entrance to the English Channel. 
She will have three masts, and to the top of the mainmast a large black 
cone will be hoisted during daytime, and a globularlizht at night. A 
flare-up light willalso be shownevery fifteen minutes during the night. 
The commercial code of signals for the use of all nations;will be used 
on board. 

SirKworms’ Eccs.—The steamship China, which recently arrived at 
San Francisco from China and Japan, brought 3,600 cards of silk- 
worms’ eggs, which are coming through to New York, wit the Pacific 
Railroad. Their destination is Lyons, France. The French shippers 
are dissatisfied with their experience in shipping the eggs 7a the 
Isthmus of Suez, and have tried the experiment of a shipment acrosg 
the American continent. 

By the death of Admiral of the Fleet Sir George Scymour, @.C.B., 
K.C.HL., a captain's vood service pension, owing to the promotion of 
Captain Paynter, has fallen to the gift of the First Lord of the Ad. 
miralty, and it is rumoured it will be bestowed on Captain Oliver Jones, 
lately Commodore at Hong Kong. 

Tne U.S. Minister to Cuina.—We hear from Washington that 
Minister Low has received his final instructions from the State De- 
partment, and was to leave Washington for New York, and the latter 
city for China, via California, this week. 
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It is stated that the shares in the Great Northern Telegraph China 
and Japan Extension Company have been very influentially sub- 
scribed for to the full extent of the capital. The proposal of this 
company to lay telegraph cables to Hong Kong, in connection 
with the Russian land lines, has drawn forth a letter to The Times 
deprecating any appeal to English capitalists for such a purpose. 
No hostility (says The Times) should be entertained. If the China 
Company could have agreed with the Danish Company so as to 
obviate, at all events for the present, the laying of a double line 
from Hong Kong to Shanghai, that arrangement would have been 
advantageous ; but it is probable that the Danish, owing to the 
totally different character of its connecting route, will interfere 
but very slightly with the English one, and an alternative line will 
in any case prove beneficial to commerce. As regards the nation- 
ality of the Danish enterprise, and the fact of its being based on 
a Russian concession, it is merely necessary to observe that English 
capitalists and merchants are sufficiently enlightened to promote 
all enterprises, in those or any other countries, the object of which 
is the extension of trade and friendly intercourse. 

On the 17th inst. a first sitting was held at the Bankruptcy Court, 
in the affairs of Mr. H. H. Severs. The debts are returned in the 
preliminary statement at about £250,000 ; the failure was ascribed 
to losses on consignments to China. Mr. C. Despard, of 89, Cannon- 
street, commission agent, was chosen assignee ; and a resolution 

as passed for an administration of the estate out of Court, under 
the 185th section of the Bankruptcy Act, 1861, by means of a deed 
of inspectorship. 

The half-yearly general meeting of the proprietors of the City 
Bank was held on the 18th inst. Mr. John Jones took the chair. 
The directors declared a dividend at the rate of 7 per cent., and 
placed an Additional sum of £5,000 to the reserve fund, which 
now stands at £90,000. The chairman moved the adoption of the 
report, which was seconded by Mr. G. Young, and agreed to witb. 
out discussion. Unanimity at these meetings is the best proof of 
prosperity. Cordial thanks to the directors and managers were 
presented before the proprietors separated. 

Nearly all the cases of specie have been recovered from the 
sunken wreck of the Carnatic steamer in the Gulf of Suez. Three 
only remained to be got up when the last report was despatched, 
and these are spoken of with certainty. 

Tenders for £387,500 in bills on India were received last week 
at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were—to Calcuttay 
£374,150; and to Madras, £13,350. The minimum price was 
fixed as before, namely, at 1s. lid. on those Presidencies. Tenders 
at 1s. 114d.,will receive about 2 per cent., above that price in full. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Tanjore, from Southampton on the 22nd inst., was, in gold, to Galle, 
£170 ; to Bombay, £4,890 ; to Madras, £2,020 ; in silver, to Shan- 
ghai, £2,200 ; total in gold, £7,080 ; in silver £2,200.
